School Superintendent’s Report. 


To the Piermont School Board: 

During the three terms ending February 24, 1911, there have 
been registered in our schools 128 pupils. Seven school rooms were 
used in the Spring and Fall terms, and the River Road No. II. 
schoo] is also in session this Winter term. 

Two schools have kept the same teachers throughout the year, 
Miss Crawford at the River Road No. I., and Miss Gould at the 
village primary school. The Brock Road school has had a different 
teacher eacH term and the lowest percentage of attendance. This 
winter the membership has been nine, the average attendance 4.88. 
It hardly seems wise to carry on a school where the expense is so. 
great compared with the results accomplished. 

The spirit among our teachers has been good, and faithful, con- 
scientious work has been done. 

_ The reading: in our schools is in general the least satisfactory 

study. Much stress has been laid on this and we feel that our ef- 
forts have been rewarded with some measure of success. New 
reading books have been purchased for five of the grades, and 
two setg oi supplementary reading. 

In looking over the oid town reports, I find that nearly every 
year parents have been reminded that their duty in visiting our 
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schools has not been fulfilled, so I will say nothing on the sub- 
ject, 

The great need in our town is a ninth grade provided fon our 
children. Scme of our graduates go to Bradford and Haverhill 
high schools, but in both those towns the children have previous- 
ly been through nine grades, and ours are seriously handicapped 
with only eight years of preparation. NO wonder many of them 
soon drop out. For those who cannot attend a high school, we 
have by no means done ou duty. 

During thig current year every available seat in the Grammar 
school had been used, and with four grades almost daily some 
classes must be omitted. Evidenily for years back those classes 
have been too often the reading practice. 

An additional grade must mean another room and _ another 
teacher. The best plan would be a grammar room with grades VII, 
VIII and IX; an intermediate room with grades IV, V. and VI, 
and a primary room with grades I, II and III. To my mind, the 
most satisfactory arrangement would be a separate building. for 
the primary school, as in most towns, but a room might be added 
to the present building. 

This will! mean much additional expense, but it is worth ‘while, 
and in no way can our town spend money more wisely than in 
educating our children. 

It is especially needful that the change be made this _ year, 
since we have fifteen in the eighth grade in the village school and 
several in other schools who would be sent adrift in June, 

One Piermont man has offered to contribute ten dollars toward 
a new building; perhaps some generous citizen will give a plot of 
ground, and others will help, that thig opportunity may not pass 
by. 

Grade IX should study agriculture in some degree : milk test- 
ing, seed testing, soil values, grafting and pruning of fruit trees 
might easily be studied together by teacher and pupils. 

We want our young people to realize the dignity and value of 
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farming, and stay with us as they grow into manhood and womah-. 
- hood. 

Qur schools should be supplied with water tanks with faucet 
outlet, instead of pail and dipper, or what seems more common, 
trooping inta a neighbor’s house. No matter how willing the neigh- 
bors of our schools may be, we should not allow them to be so 
thoughtlessly imposed upon, 

I feel that music should have a place in our school programs. 
There are several people in town fitted, and one might be chosen 
to go, at least to the village school, once a week to teach music. 
This is too often looked upon as an accomplishment for a few to 
enjoy, but Shakespeare says, “The man that hath no music in his 
soul is fit for treason’s stratagems and spoils.” 

With the exception of East Piermont, schools have been in ses- 
sion 34 weeks this year, and have received 71 visits from the sup- , 
- erintendent. ; 

In my visits and in meeting school board and parents, almost 
without exception my experience has been pleasant. The teachers 
and pupils have been cordial, and suggestions have been’ kindly 
received.
